MOVE TO CURB SALE 
OF FIREARMS URGED 


Crime Commission Seeks 


Legislation by All States 
and Federal Govern- 
ment. , 


Chicago, January 28.—(#)—Iess 
maudlin sympathy by the public for 
criminals and more sympathy with 
agencies engaged in law enforcement 
are needed to control present-day 
crime conditions, Newton D. Baker, 
of Cleveland, former secretary of war, 
told the midwest conference of the 
special committee on firearms regula- 
tion of the national crime commission 
today. 

“Today, instead of making the world 
safe for democracy,” he said, “we 
must pmake our cities safe for our- 
selyés to live in. To do this we need 
to organize public opinion in such a 
way as to overcome epathy for crime 
conditions and the maudlin sympathy 
displayed for the criminal. 

There must be more sympathy for 
the victim of the criminal, for the po- 
lice who apprehend the criminal, the 
prosecutor and the judge who bend 
their efforts to bring him to justice.” 

Practical unanimity of opinion that 
crime in this country can be curbed 
only when there is adequate legisla- 
tion by all states and. the federal gov- 
ernment to regulate the sale and dis- 
tribution of all firearms was evidenced 
by the representatives of law enforce- 
ment and judicial agencies. 

Practically all shared also in the 
view that the carrying of weapons by 
private citizens as a means of defense 
against thugs, stickup-men and other 


criminals was worse than futile. 
When Mr. Baker asked the assem- 
blage whether any policeman present 
knew of any case in whieh a private 
citizen-carrying a gun hed been able 
to tect himself against a criminal 
with fi it, there was not a single affir- 
mative reply. . 
Mr. Baker, pointing out that police- 
men in London, England, do not carry 
firearms, alsq asked if those present 


‘believed they Bhould A this country. 


All agreed that guns were necessary 
equipment for officers of the law. | 
At a banquet tonight, C. C. Petti- 
john, general counsel for the Motion 
Picture Producers of America, said: 
“Movies are the greatest agency 
aligned against crime in the world to- 
day. They take to more people 
throughout the world than any other 
agency the message that right always 
triumphs over wrong, that the guilty 
are always punished, and that it pays 
to be honest and law-abiding.”

NO INDICTMENTS 
FOUND BY JURY 
IN LYNCHING CASE 


Aiken County Evidence 
Regarded as Noj Suffi- 
cient, Is Report Given 
To Judge. 


Aiken, 8. C., January 28.—(?)— 
The Aiken county grand jury investi- 
gating the lynching of the three Low- 
man negroes reported at 5 o’clock this 
afternoon that it did not find that suffi- 
cient evidence had been presented [o 
it <o warrant any indictments. 

“We do not find that sufficient evi- 
dence has come before us to warrant 
us to ask for indictments,” the report 
of the jury said, as read to the court 
this afternoon at 5 o'clock. 

The report was brief. It was read 
to the court by the secretary of the 
grand jury. The report stated that 
the jurors realized that a great deal 
of publicity had been given to the 
crime and expressed the hope that an 
equal amount of publicity would be 
given to the statement that “we do 
ositively condemn lynching, mob vio- 
ence or anything else that would re 
flect on the state.” 

The report express*d thanks to At- 
torne, General Daniel who had con- 
ferred with the jurors and had *: 
sented the witnesses on behalf of 
state. It also expressed thanks to So- 
licitor Carter and also to W. W. Rog- 
ers, the governor’s detective, for his 
work on the case. 

Judge Johnson made a short state- 
ment to the jury following the pre- 
sentment. He stated that he does not 
condemn them and has no prejudicial 
feeling in the matter. 

He said, substantially: _ 

“T regret exceedingly and I believe 
every lover of South Carolina will 
regret exceedingly that you have been 
un. ble to present any citizen or citi- 
zens for indictment in this case. I 
shall not assume that your failure to 
act is through any ulterior motive. I 
prefer to believe rather that the state 
has not presented to you such evi- 
dence as would warrant indictments. 
Every sound thinking man realizes 
that you cannot bring in an indict- 
ment without the proper evidence.”

BARS SUGGESTION 
TO MEET CALLES 


White House Points Out 
Presidents Are Not Ac- 
customed To Negotiat- 
ing Agreements.

Washington, January 28.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge made it known today 
that he does not purpose to call upon 
Americans to quit China in order to 
seek safety from the civil strife rag- 
ing in that country, as urged by Sen- 
ator Borah, republican, of Idaho, 
chairman of the senate committee on 
foreign relations. 

The president will employ the armed 
forces of the United States to pro- 
tect Americans in China from vio- 
lence, if such measures become nec- 
essary. 

Mr. Coolidge gave his attention also 
during the day to the situation in 
Mexico and Nicaragua. He was in- 
formed in official dispatches that the 
negotiation of peace between Diaz and 
Sacasa in Nicaragua is progressing 
favorably. 

Refuses to Meet Calles. 

The president rejected a suggestion 
made to him informally that he meet 
President Calles, of Mexico, pre- 
sumably on the Mexican border, and 
discuss an amicable settlement of the 
‘alien land law controversy. Mr. Cool- 
idge took the position that American 
presideats are not in the habit’ of 
conducting international negotiations 


in that manner. Passing over the 
exception constituted by President 
Wilson’s direct negotiation of peace 
in Paris, Mr. Coolidge recalled that 
President Washington, when  ap- 
proached directly on-a question of for- 
eign relations, had established the

ing in favor of arbitration of the 
controversy with Mexico no comment 
by the president was obtainable. 
Whether he will pursue his original 
policy which contemplated withdrawal 
of recognition of the Mexican govern- 
ment, if American properties should 
be confiscated, or will modify his 
course to conform to the senate reso- 
lution remains to be seen. 
Democrats Bleck Vote. 


At a meeting of the house foreign 
affairs committee, the republicans 
sought a favorable report on the Fair- 
child resolution indorsing the Cool- 
idge Mexican and Nicaraguan pol- 
icies, but were blocked by the dem- 
ocrats who left the meeting in 6tder 
to break the quorum. 

On the Chinese question, the presi- 
\lent sees his way more clearly and 
states his position more positively. 
He has not encountered the opposition 
to the use of force to protect Amer- 


sive measures to protect American 
lives and properties in Mexieo. Amer- 
jean chureh influences which have 
been exerted so powerfully to deter 
the administration from employing 
farceful measures in the case of Mex- 
ico are interposing no objections to 
the use of the navy and marines in 
China to protect Americans, many of 
whom are missionaries. 
Virtually the only voice lifted 
against the dispatch of armed forces 
to China is that of Senator Borah. The 
president has dismissed Borah’s protest 
as unworthy of serious consideration.

Pekin, January 28.— (/) —Great 
Britain notified both the Pekin and 
nationalist governments today ihat 
Britain was disposed to grant a large 
share of the rights which the Chinese 
contended were theirs. 

Minister Miles Lampson presented 
the British proposals to Marshal 
Chang Tso-Lin and the Pekin govern- 
ment at the northern capital, while 
Charge d’Affaires 
handed similar proposals to Eugene 
Chen, foreign minister of the nation- 


alist or Cantonese government at 
Hankow. 

While nothing official was -obtain- 
able concerning the British proposals, 
it is believed that they offered vir- 
tually to give up the British conces- 
sions as such at Hankow and ‘Tien- 
tsin, and to substitute therefor inter- 
nésé would have: 7% y is

concessions, but apparently with safe- 
guards regarding.the efficient .admin- 
istration of them, and in regard to

The British, it is reported, argued 
that inasmuch as the northerners had 
been prepared to act more moderately 
in advancing their national aspirations 
and had not proposed the tearing up 
of treaties, as had been threatened by 
some southerners, the northerners must 
be conceded all that was granted to the 
nationalist foreign minister, Chen, by 
Charge O'Malley.

$2,000,000 LOSS 
FOR BEARS SEEN 


Plans for Merger With 
Some Other Road Pre- 
dicted as Result of Bat- 
tle on Exchange.

New York. January 28.—Two vet- 
erans of American finance—John D. 
Rockefeller and*L. F. Loree—were 
credited with the most exciting Wall 
street maneuver since the celebrated 
Northern Pacific “corner” of 1901. 

Launching what appeared to be a 
determined battle for control of the 
Wheeling & Lake Erie railroad, pre- 
sumably for the purpose of working 
out a merger with other eastern rail- 
road properties, these two aged finan- 
ciers caught hundreds of bear traders 
in their trap and at the end of a day 
of wild trading had squeezed most of 
them out of the market with losses 
that may run into millions of dollars. 


Compelled To Buy. 


Those who had been selling short 
since the first of the year in a fight 
against the rise of common and pre- 
ferred stocks of the road were suddenly 
eompelled to buy when brokers de- 
manded delivery of their shares. 

The immediate result was a sky- 
rocketing of Wheeling stock and a 
panic among the bears. Oe a: 

Shares jumped to a new high rec- 
ord of $65 and closed at $59, which 
was 5 points up for the day... Forty- 
four thousand six hundred shares 
changed hands during the flurry. 

Behind the scenes stood the shad- 
ows of Rockefeller and Loree, whose 
brokers had been buying Wheeling & 
Lake Erie stock for weeks, forcing the 
market higher and higher in the face 
of the insistent short selling of the 
bears. 

Bears Lose $2,000,000. 

After the close of the stock ex- 
change experts estimated that the 
bears—mostly young brokers who 
were in their cradies when .tocke- 


feller and Loree, the former nearly 90 


and the latter past 70, were recognized 
as jeaders in the financial world— 
lost approximately $2,000,000 in the 
the exchange mn an investigation 
to determine whether there has been 
a “corner” in violation of the rules 
of the mart. Whether ihere is stock 
to be “loaned” for delivery, as there 
was today, it is considered that a. 
“eorner’ on the market actually ex- 
ists, although of a technical nature. 

By mid-afternoon, when excitement 
at the Wheeling post was at its height, 
the premium loan value mounted to 
the unusually high price of"$1 a share 
in order to make deliveries possible 
to those who stood to lose huge sums 
through having sold the stock short. 

Bears in Panic. 

Rear traders were in a state o 
panic, with many of the sales made on 
a cash basis. 

Experienced brokers predicted that 
the episode would be a closed incident 
by the time the stock market opened 
for the short session Saturday. They 
said that in event the Rockefeller or 
Loree interests had gained the con- 
trol that they sought, future develop- 
ments probably would take the form of 
plans for a merger with some eastern 
railroad. 

Although the Wheeling price fluctu- 
ations tended to unsettle the entire 
market they did not cause the general 
demoralization that would have re- 
sulted from a geftuine “corner,” with 
no stock available for sale or loan.

Resolution Is Put For- 
ward in Effort To Re- 
cord Opinion of Body 
On Reduction. 


Washington, January 28.—(4)— 
Blocked in their efforts to initiate 
some sort of tax reduction legislation 
at this session, senate democrats to- 
day put forward a resolation designed 
to record ihe senate for or against per- 
manent tax revision before March 4. 

Consideration of the resolution went 
over under the rules at the request of 
Senator Curtis, the republican leader, 
but its aduption would have little ef- 
fect, since tax legislation must origi- 
nate in the house and the majority 
leaders there have decreed against any 
general revenue bill at this session. 

The resolution was offered by Sena- 
tor Harrison, of Mississippi, after 
Vice President Dawes had sustained 
a point <f order against his amend- 
ment to the deficiency bill calling for 
a reduction of the corporation income 
tax to 11 per cent beginning this year. 

The text of the Harrison proposal 
follows: | , 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of 
the senate that permanent tax legisla- 
tion should be enacted during the 
present session of the congress, pro- 
viding for tax reduction sufficient to 
absorb the surplus in the treasury re- 


sulting from revenue peg under 
the tax laws now in force.” 


Republican leaders have yet to de- 
termine what their attitude toward 
the resolution will be. They may let 
it go threugh when it is called up to- 
morrow or at some later date or may 
forcé it to the calendar by a two 
hours’ filibuster, as is possible under 
the rules.

representing their allotment for state 
aid mileage of the fuel oil tax col- 
lected for the last quarter. 


The full amount of the fuel oil tax 
for the quarter, $1,524,144.18, was 
turned over to the treasury depart- 
ment Friday by the comptroller gen- 
eral. To collect this tax it cost the 
state but $4,700, including the salary 
of the fuel oil tax clerk and incidental 
expenses, the comptroller’s office 
stated. 


Receipts from the tax for the four 
quarters last year were as follows: 
First — $1,163,460.96; second — $1.- 
400,684.83; third $1,560,650.40 ; 
fourth—$1,524,144.18. 

Besides the allotment to the coun- 
ties, the state treasurer credited a like 
sum to the state, and turned the re- 
mainder over to the highway depart- 
ment. 


This is the last apportionment of 
the gasoline tax to the general treas- 
ury, as the legislature at its last ses- 
sion provided a new distribution sys- 
tem effective with the first quarterly 
collection in 1927. Under the new 
system the state highway department 
will receive five-sevenths of fhe rev- 
enue from the gasoline tax, and the 
counties two-sevenths. Heretofore, the 
general treasury, and the counties each 
received two-sevenths and the highway 
department three-sevenths. The Geor- 
gia gasoline tax is 31-2 cents a gallon.

Paul will take if the question comes 
before the interstate commerce com- 
mission,” Byram said, “but I believe 
the plan will upset the entire trans 
portation system of the northwest.” 

As soon as the merger plans of the 


two northerns are presented to the 
I. C. C. the St. Paul is expected to 
enter its objection, calling attention 
of the commission to its previous 
views regarding northwest rail merg- 
ers. A few years ago, the commission 
suggested it would approve a consoli- 
dation of the Great Northern and St. 
Paul. : 
Before asking approval of the 
merger: by the interstate commerce 
commission, the two northerns are dis- 
posed to arm themselves with a 
strong weapon— public sentiment. 
Presidents Budd and Donnelly, of the 
roads which plan to consolidate, have 
embarked upon a campaign to win 
support with a series of speeches be- 
fore civic bodies. They will. explain 
the benefits to shippers accruing from 
the merger. onnelly has indicated 
that before sanction of the I. C. C. is 
rasked, the approval of various state 
public utilities bodies will be sought.

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Dancer Files 
$250,000 Suit

New York, January 28.—The sensa- 
tional romance of Mrs. Edna Marsh 
Stuart, 26-year-old dancer, reached 
its climax today when her attorney, 
Chester Solez, filed papers in the New 
York county stapreme court charging 
Mrs. Lillian Anderson Stuart, ber 
mother-in-law, and Harry Deveaux, 
with alienating the affections of her 
husband, Robert Stuart, 19, descend- 
ant of a wealthy and aristocratic New 
Netherlands family, and asking $250,- 
000 damages. 

Since her marriage in Union City, 
N. J.. on Mareh 26, 1926, after a few 
hours’ acquaintance and a precipi‘ate 
proposal, her wedded life has been a 
series of plots and deceits against her, 
and many humiliations, Mrs. Stuart 
charges. 

Scarcely had the elder Mrs. Stuart 
greeted her new daughter with a Ju- 
das kiss, the girl said, tearfully, to- 
day, when she caused her son to be 
locked up in Tombs prison as a bur- 
glar. He was charged with stealing 
and pawning family heirlooms and 
jewels valued at $4,000 on April 2, 
1926. 


The bride, previously unwed, but 
the mother of a 5-year-old girl, used 
the last of her savings to obtain $2,- 


500 bail for the youth the next day, 


since the mother made no move to re- 
lease her son from custody. He re- 
turned to the dancer’s apartment with 
her, but left five days later. His 
mother refused thereafter to disclose 
young Stuart’s whereabouts. 

“Mr. Deveaux has taken him away 
for his health,” was all she would 
vouchsafe. It was learned, however, 
that Stuart was in the psychopathic 
ward of Bellevue hospital under ob- 
servation for several days. The grand 
jury, on April 29, refused to indict 
him on. the theft charge. 

Shortly afterwards Mrs. Edna Stu- 
art charged that her husband had been 
virtually kidnaped. 

She told Supreme Court Justice 
Guy that the youth, heir to a $1,000,- 
000 trust fund left by his aunt, Mrs. 
Ella Stuart. of Atlanta, Ga., had 
made a will dividing the fortune 
equally between his mother and Miss 
Charmian Stnart, his sister, and that 
she believed they feared lest he trans- 
fer his estate to his wife. 

Judge Guy decided the boy was of 
sound mind and competent to choose 
where he should live. 


Dispatches from New York received 
here several months ago stated that 
the Robert Stuart referred to above 
had been a student at Georgia Tech, 
but officials there had no record of 
his matriculation.

Josepi: N. Moore, University of Illi- 
nois so;homore, wlo shot himself at 
the home of- his sister in Aurora, 
Ills., January 2, after experiencing “all 
life had to offer.” 

Rigby Wile, 16-year-old son of an 
eminent. New York psychiatrist, who 
left a note explaining that “life was 
useless.” 

Garvey Jones, University of Chicago 
medical student, shot himself in a fit 
of despondency. 

W. Cassels Noe, University of Wis- 
consin, ieft a note saying he wanted 


to “find out what was beyond the 
grave.” 

Richard Starr Untermyer, 19-year- 
old son of the poet, hanged himself 
in his room at Yale university. 

In most of these cases it was dis- 
covered the victims had been reading 
books that were far beyond their years 
and mental balance. Beside the body 
of Kasson was an open volume of 
Dante’s “Inferno” and this led the au- 
thorities to believe that Kasson, like 
the others, had been overcome by a 
morbidly curious desire to “peer be- 
yond the grave.” Kasson’s mother was 
illed: in_an aceident when he was a 
child and relatives say he has always 
been disturbed by periods of depres- 
sion. His aged father is touring Cali- 
fornia and the effect of the news of 
his son’s tragic death may be serious. 

In but one case of the six is there 
a definable reason for self destruction. 
That was Garvey Jones, who wanted 
to marry, but was unable to do so be- 
cause his university work was not 
completed.

The indorsement committee of the 
chamber of commerce was appointed 
late last year to investigate and give 
eareful study to campaigns for collect- 
ing money for various charitable or- 
ganizations. The body has no legal 
power but is simply composed of a 
board of the chamber of commerce 
which investigates the means of col- 
lecting money and either indorses or 
condemns the methods in resolutions. 
W. D. Hoffman is chairmdn of the 
committee. ” 

Several applications have been made 
for investigations by various chari- 
table organizations. The Georgia 
Children’s Aid society is the latest 
to be investigated. 

The committee approved the object 
of the organization as pointed out by 
its president, Judge John D. Hum- 
phries, who said that the funds raised 
by the society should be expanded in 
bringing to the attention of the Geor- 
gia legislature the necessity for better 
and proper support of the Gracewood 
home, near Augusta, and also bringing 
to the attention of the legislature the 
lecation of mental defeetives in va- 
rious counties, 

Although the committee pointed out 
that the work is highly commendable 
it also stated in the resolutions that 
numerous letters are sent out, ,solicit- 
ing funds for the benefit of mental de- 
fectives. The resolutions disapproved 
additional organizations for the sup- 
port of mental defectives as unneces- 
sary, and declared that the work now 
heing done by the Georgia Children’s 
Aid society is a duplication of other 
organizations already in existence.

Constitution Bureau. 

_ Rome, Ga., January 28.—Construc- 
tion of an administration building to 
cost between $100,000 and $150,000 
is part of the expansion program 0e- 
ing planned by Shorter college to take 
care of demand for a larger enroll- 
ment and previde additional space and 
equipment for the administrative work 
of the college, it ts announced by Dr. 
W. D. Furry, president. A new dining 
rgom will be built in the rear’ of the 
administrative building and the old 
dining room will be converted into 
additional residence space for the stu- 
dents, it is stated. 

Residence space will be provided for 
100 additional students, according to 
the plans, with a few’ changes in the 
present residence buildings, Dr. Furry 
said, The college now has approxi- 
mately 200 boarding students and ev- 
éry room is occupied. A large number 
of applicants were turned away last 
year and applications this year are 
far ahead of the number received at 
this time last year. 

The administrative building will be 
constructed between the music build- 
ing and the academic building at the 
south end of these two and will face 
north, the driveway making a circle 
between the three buildings. 

The administration department and 
offices will occupy the first floor vf 
the new building, the library and 
classrooms for advanced classes that 
require access to the library will be 
located on the second floor and the 
third floor will be used for residence 
space, Dr. Furry said. 

The new dining room to be built 
in the rear of this building will ac- 
commodate 350 students, where the 
present room will seat only about 225. 
Creation of an endowment fund to en- 
able the college to raise the profes- 
sors’ salaries is another part of the 
expansion-program, Dr. Furry said.

Device To Prevent 
Crossing Accidents 
Shown at Sylvania 


. 


Sylvania, Ga., January 28.—(Spe- 
cial.) —A. R.. Lanier, of Sylvania, has 
invented a safety device for railroad 
crossings that has attracted consider- 
erable atttention and most favorable 
comment by railroad men who have 
seen it. It is simple in construction, 
will not be expensive to install and, 
Mr. Lanier claims, will absolutely pre- 
vent accidents at crossings. 


It will be built on the level of the 
road and when in position, presents 
a barrier on one side of the road that 
will stop any vehicle until it is made to 
swing out of the way by a wheel pass- 
ing over a narrow platform. This is 
ali done automatically and by a timer, 
consisting of an iron ball rolling down 
a tube. The approach to the railroad 
will be so constructed that one wheel 
of any vehicle will be forced to go over 
the device. There will be no danger 
to people or animals, but all vehicles 
must stop or run into the barrigr. 

Mr. iuanier says the device can he 
constructed for about $75 or $100 
each and will _last indefinitely, the 


construction consisting mostly of irons 


and cement. He figures that it will 
be of inestimable saving to the rail- 
roads in money, not to speak of the 
many lives saved. 

A model has been sent to the patent 
office, and if patent rights are granted 
Mr. Lanier plans to place one of his 
inventions at a railroad crossing in 
Sylvania for demonstration purposes.

DRUMMOND GIVES 
VIEWS ON LEAGUE 


Rome, January 28.—(#)—Sir Eric 
Drummond, secretary-geueral of the 
League of Nations, who has just had 
a conference with Premier Mussolini, 
describes the league as “simply a fed- 
eration of states who have concluded 
an agresment for a commen cause.” 

He zave his views, together with 
his impressions of Italy’s relations 
with the league, when interviewed by 
the Rorse newspaper Popoio Di Roma, 
which yepresents the official opinion 
of fascism. 

“I have been pleased to find,” the 
secretary-general said, “tbat Italy rec- 
ognizes more every day the advantages 
and importance of the League of Na- 
tions as an organization of interna- 
tional ijife. I believe that hostility 
manifested on several occasions in cer- 
tain quarters—and not only in Italy 
—is due in great part to ignorance 
of the league. It seems some have 
the. idea that the league is desirous 
of intervening in the internal affairs 
of varivus countries; nothing is fur- 
ther from the truth. Should the 
league ever attempt to make itself a 
super-state, it would die at its own 
hands.” 

He declared that the league at times 
had given some advice to members 
regarding various aspects of interna- 
tional solicy, adding: 

“For instance, during the last as- 
sembly. the hope was expressed that 
league snembers would inuke particu- 
lar efferts to conclude arbitration 
pacts among themselves, and am 
glad to say that the country which 
perhps has concluded the’ greatest 
number of such treaties is Italy. Sure- 
ly this is proof that Italy's policy is 
in harmony with that of the league.”

The last census reported that of 
the 5,128,986 inhabitants of Georgia 
2,595,423 were born in and living in 
the state. Those born in Georgia and 
living in other states all over the 
union were 533,563. Those living in 
Georgia who were born in other states 
were 279,246. 

In Florida there were 560,103 who 
were born in the state and 349,624 
born in other states, and it was claim- 
ed that fully 200,000 of them had 
come down here from Georgia. 

Since that enumeration Florida has 
had a large access of population from 
all parts of the nation, but there are 
ample evidences that Georgia has been 
her largest single contributor.

Take the Case in Miami. 

In the past several years the allur- 
ing city of Miami has been a mecca 
for immigrants into Florida who were 
hottest to capture opportunities and 
acquire opulence. Its record may be 
taken as fairly representative of the 
sources from which it has drawn its 
amazing increase of inhabitants. 

The census estimate of 1923 gave 
Miami a population of 38,258, but the 
special census taken December 6, 1926, 
announced January 15 by the federal 
bureau of the census, gives the popu- 
lation of Miami as 131,286. : 

From 1910 to 1920 the percent- 
age of population imcrease in Miami 
was greater than in any other munici- 
pality in America, except Hamtramck 
and Highland Park, that are prac- 
tically indistinguishable parts of De- 
troit, and whose phenomenal increases 
of inhabitants were due to the expan- 
sion of the Ford and other motor in- 
dustries. 

The increase in Miami for the dec- 
ade was 440.5 per cent, followed by 
Wichita Falls, Texas, with 388.8 per 
cent and Tulsa, Oklahoma, with 296.4 
per cent, 

But you cannot travel through Flor- 
ida or meander through Miami with- 
out running against Georgians in 
streets, stores, offices, banks and ,on 


the farms and grovelands!

The Mixture in Miami. 

This looker has found almost every- 
where a prevailing notion that Miami 
is largely ‘“‘a northern city,” dominat- 
ed by settlers in from the states north 
of Mason and Dixon's line and west- 
ward from the Mississippi. 

But the fact, revealed by the De- 
is that of the total 


population of 131,286 those who gave 
their former residences in other states 
than Florida were 90,830, and those 
from all the United States including 
Florida were 115,999. Those from 
foreign countries were 11,008. 

As_ would be naturally guessed 
Florida furnished the largest state 
quota, which was 25,169, but Geor- 

la, With 24,450, was only 719 behind 
lorida. 

New York was third with 8,450, 
Ohio fourth with 5,461, Illinois fifth 
with 4,660, Alabama sixth with 4.268 
and Pennsylvania seventh with 4,053. 

Eighteen states, besides Florida, 
contributed more than 1,000 each to 
the city’s population. 

Canada and New Foundland sent 
down 1,265, but the most singular 
item is that the West Indies, exclud- 
ing Cuba and Porto Rico, are repre- 
sented by 7,561.

Comparing Sexes and Colors. 

In the count there were 70,729 
males and 60,557 females, which is 
rather an unusual overplus of the 
he-element. 

There were 103,910 white persons, 
27,285 negroes, 44 Indians, 29 Chi- 
nese and 18 Japanese. 

The whole number of homes re- 
ported was 31,782, of which 3,991 
were owned free of mortgage. 6,728 
were subject to mortgage, 815 with 
mortgage status not reported, 19,925 
were rented and 323 whose tenure 
could not be definitely ascertained. 

It should not be forgotten, in read- 
ing these figures, that Miami is sur- 
rounded by a number of other towns 
that are practically constituents of 
“Greater Miami,”

VITAMIN D. PREVENTS 
RICKETS. 


All infants develop rickets if fed 
solely with pasteurized milk, canned 
milk, manufactured infant foods, or 
mixtures or modifications of these 
with sugars or other carbohydrate 
modifiers, unless they receive in ad- 
dition, from the age of a month on- 
ward, regular daily rations of fresh 
egg yolk or cod liver oil or exposure 
to sunlight. Even lucky infants who 
get certified milk may require some 
such accessory to prevent rickets. 
And finally, that peerless infant food, 
breast milk, may be deficient in the 
factor which prevents rickets if- the 
mother or wet-nurse gets insufficient 
suwalight on her naked skin or subsists 
on a diet which does not furnish 
enough vitamin D. 

Kor these reasons it is now the cus- 
tom to advise that every infant, ex- 
cept some breastfed infants, be given 
a daily ration of cod liver oil from 
the age of 1 month, beginniag with 10 
drops, twice daily, and doubling the 
quantity at the end of each month, 
until the baby takes a teaspoonful 
twice daily at the age of 3 or 


months. Thereafter a teaspoonful or 
two a day will suffice, and this should 
be continued well into the secoad year 
of age, as a rule, perhaps with a rest 
in the mid-summer season when the 
baby can enjoy direct sunlight on 
naked skin. The cod liver oil should 
be plain pure cod liver oil, not an 
emulsion or extract or other deriva- 
tive. It may he readily givea mixed 
with orange juice or other fruit juice. 

This use of cod liver oil as a pre- 


ventive against rickets not only pro-| 
tects the infant against that nutri-| 
tional disease but produces many oth- 


room to enumerate here, among them 
the prevention of constipation. Not 
that cod liver oil is a physic or laxa- 
tive. but that a weak or flabby in- 
testine is one of the earlier manifes- 
tations of rickets and the cod liver 
oil prevents rickets. 

Butter and egg yolk are the only |, 
common foods which contain suffi- 
cient vitamin D, but both of these are! 
far inferior to cod liver oil or the} 
liver oils of other fishes ia vitamin D | 
content. The body fats of some fishes 
and marine animals which feed on 
fishes or marine animals, especially 
the walrus, seal and whale, contain 
enough vitamin D to prevent rickets. 
Hence rickets does not occur fa the 
arctic, nor does it occur in the tropics 
where the naked skin is freely exposed 
to the sunlight. It is a disease found 
mainly in the north temperate zone 
where the naked skin is little exposed 
to direct sunlight. 

A description of rickets will not fit 
in here, but let us say briefly that it 
is not merely a bone disease or a con- 
dition leading to deformity. It is a 
constitutional disease. a deficiency in 
the nutrition, growth and develop-

London, January 28.—A _ boyhood

Opposition to the Barrett proposal 
seems to hinge on the fact that the 
board was created by vote of citizens 
and that the board sheuld not be abol- 
ished except by vote of the people. 
If Mr. Barrett’s paper were passed, 
the Georgia legislature would be ask- 
ed to do away with the board without 
a referendum.

I told him 
we would play the same show for one 
week and change to a new show the 
following week. He said such a thing 
was unprecedented in Atlanta, declar- 
ing that only one actor, Sol Smith 
Russell, had ever played a full week 
in Atlanta with success, and that was 
during the Cotton States exposition 
in 1895.

In fact, they hate Simp- 
son because he insists that they go to 
work and quit politics. 

“If we fired Simpson here this aft- 
ernoon, there would be a big celebra- 
tion at the crematory in the morning. 
This group of disgruntled workmen 
have set out to do away with him. I 
am opposed to workmen attempting to 
run the departments of the city gov- 
ernment without regard to rules of 
right.”

Of ‘Nelms Case,’ 
Free Next Month 


Victor E. Innes, storm center in 
the sensational case involving the dis- 
appearance in 1914 of the Nelms sis- 
ters of Atlanta, will be freed from the 
Atlanta federal penitentiary a month 
from today. his was seen Friday 
when it was announced that Innes, 
unable to pay the $1,000 fine assessed 
against him on mail fraud charges, 
would serve an extra 30sdays follow- 
ing expiration of his five-year sen- 
tence today. 

Inges today will complete the second 
sentence imposed on him, the first 
having been a seven-year sentence in 
the state prison, and the second a [ive- 
year term. The extra 30 days Innes 
is required to serve is to discharge 
the fine of $1,000 assessed in addi- 
tion to the prison sentence. 

In the custody of deputy marshals, 
Innes is to appear this morning be- 
fore United States Commissioner L. 
S. Ledbetter to swear to a pauper’s 
oath, after which he will serve out 
th: 30 days provided in lieu of the 
money to pay the fine. He was con- 
victed and sentenced three years ago 
in federal court on charges of use 
of the mails to defraud, subsequent to 
the disappearance of Mrs. Eliose 
Nelms Dennis, one of the sisters.

: Trial of Innes on a murder charge 
in Texas was frustrated when officers 
were unable to produce the bodies of 
the missing sisters, Innes and his wife 
being freed under the Texas law of 
corpus delecti. The sisters disappear- 
ed in 1914 while on a visit to Innes 
and his wife, it was alleged. Mrs. 
Dennis and Miss Beatrice Nelms were 
daughters of the late Sheriff John 
W. Nelms, of Fulton county. A huge 
meat grinder and corrosives alleged 
to have been employed in doing away 
with the bodies were displayed in 
federal court at the famous trial 
and now repose in the offices of the 
clerk of the United States court.

A favorable year for livestock pro- 
ducers is in prospect for 1927, but 
with an average season a continuation 
of relatively low returns from most 
cash crops is probable unless acre- 
ages are reduced, according to the 
annual agricultural outlook report for 
1927 issued Friday by the bureau of 
agricultural economics of the United 
States department of agriculture, with 
Atlanta offices at 1714 Citizens and 
Southern Bank building. 

Domestic demand for farm products 
of the 1927-28 season is not likely to 
be materially different, from the pres- 
ent, the report adds. 

“Some improvement in the purchas- 
ing power of foreign countries for 
agricultural products of 1927 may be 
expected, but it is probable that larger 
foreign production of — breadstuffs. 
fruits and animal products will reduce 
foreign demand for our exportable 
surpluses of these products,’ the re- 
port declares.

Detend Modern 


Woman’s Leisure 


London, January 28.—Nagging of 
husbands “as they ought to be 
nazged,” an improvement apparent in 
' the twentieth century, has Seen made 
possible through birth control and the 
separation of women from the kitchen, 
opines George Bernard Shaw. 

Presiding at a debate on whether 
the modern woman of leisure is a 
menace to civilization, England’s pre- 
mjer dramatist was inclined to favor 
the negative. 

“When I was young, wemen had 
children, houses and servants to look 
after,” he said. “They even lacked 
the time to nag their husbands as they 
ought to be nagged. Now we have got 
rid of children through birth control, 
houses and servants through flats 
with restaurants attached, Today the 
modern woman is able to spend her 
time drinking cocktails, attending the 
night clubs and dancing the Charles- 
ton.” 

Viscountess Rhondda, the only wom- 
an represented in the discussion, took 
the affirmative. She expressed the 
fear that the modern woman with 
time hanging heavily on her hands 
might constitute a force working for 
destruction of civilization and urged 
all women to find activities outside 
mere home work, which she felt was 
insufficient. 

She was answered by G. K. Ches- 
terton, noted writer. It was better 
for women to have leisure, he said. 
If they went into outside activities 
they might engage in crooked business 
and politics like men or, even worse, 
became reformers. He particularly 
urged that women not take up the 
fight against human liberties, and 
urged them to “dance the Charleston 
and enjoy yourselves instead of trying 
to deprive others of pleasure.”

Washington, January 28.—With 
only one five weeks remaining before 
the 69th congress closes, prohibition 
leaders face prospects of having March 
4 roll by without the enactment of a 
single piece of dry legislation during 
the session, in either chamber. 

Although the drys claim a_ two- 
thirds majority in both senate and 
house, two bills much desired by the 
Anti-Saloon league seem destined to 
find port in the congressional Sargossa 
sea, the vast hopper that engulfs all 
unfinished business. 

Failure to enact another measure 
foreshadows the resignation of Gen- 
eral Lincoln C. Andrews, assistant 
secretary of the treasury, in charge of 
prohibition enforcement. Secretary 
Mellon, aroused by activities of under- 
cover agents, is inclined to let An- 
drews resign without protest, it is 
rumored. Thus 1927 appears to hold 
a crisis in prohibition administration. 

Of the two bills sought by the drys 
—creation ofa separate bureau of 
prohibition and a measure to amend 
and strengthen the national prohibi- 
tion act—only one has a_ fighting

Andrews has repeatedly declared 
strict enforcement, and control of 
medicinal spirits impossible unless 
such a measure is enacted, and has 
intimated that unless such backing is 
given him by congress he will resign. 

Surprised at the under-cover ac- 
tivities of prohibition agents as dis- 
closed ta the operation of the New 
York “Bridge Whist club” and viola- 
tions of the law in order to obtain 
evidence, Mellon today issued strict 


orders that “law breaking by the gov- 
ernment agents to catch law breakers . 
must cease.” 

At first, Mellon stated, he did not 
helieve the charges that prohibition 
agents were dealing in illegal whisky ; 
to gaia the confidence of and trap 
law violators. Investigation, however, 
proved that such activities were wide- 
spread in prohibition work, he said. 

“It never has been the policy of 
the government to do anything illegal 
to apprehend illicit persons,” the sec- 
retary declared. “In large organiza- 
tions like the prohibition wait the 
bounds are overstepped often by 
agents whose zeal is commendable but 
whose principles are wrong.”
